is neither ti kine; nor a lor i. but on'y a 
member, and they wiiom Cliri-,t haih called 
to govern his spiritual kin>;dom have a suf- 
ficient authority which no Christian king 
should Gontri)l or discharge;" so I nlay re- 
mind you that there are two Presidents and 
Commonwealths in thp;.*' I niled States; the 
one President Lincoln and the other Tre-i- 
dent .lesu- Christ, in whose Commonwealth 
I'rfsideiit Lincoln hath no sort of official 
f unction. And 1 may say this with still 
more force tlian Andrew .Melville, seeing

Now, bad as all this is in the popular c,>n- 
ception of a secular adminisli alion, it be- 
I'oines utterly ruinous to the inlluem e of 
religion, when observed to be countenanced 
and appro\ed by th© church whose lo d is 
the •W.iigel of I'he Covenant," who reveals 
llimselt, as keeping His covenant, forever, 
anil threatens with si>ecial wrath the cov- 
enant breakers. 

Multitudes of the people at home, and 
most of the civilized world abroad, re- 
gard your administratiou as signalized 
also by its unprecedented ferocity and 
blood-tiiirst in the conduct ot the nar. 
Making all due allowance for the 
party aplit tliat may liaye exaggerated 
the facts connected with the supplanting of 
the McClellaus, Huells. and other repre- 
sentatives of a civili/ed aud manly war- 
fare, by the Burusides, Butlers, Hunters, 
and a hundred other representatives of a 
barbaroiu and cowardly warfare, till the 
moral sentiment of the world, indepeielent 
of paitisau feeling, has been grossly out- 
raged. 1 spare you and myself the p.diiful 
recital- «f tl|e atrocitiea of your Butlers, 
Turchlhn, McNeils, and their large c)as«; of 
cruel outrage ui)oii helpless non-combat-
